man and his Lady, who intended a Life of Devocion 
to reſort to Prayers every Morning, the Lady being 
of an Afﬀable and Courteous Diſpoſition: this good 
tehaviour of hers, bred an uncivil Boldneſs in Father 
Conſtantine, (o that (he never came near the Cloyſter, 
but he was (till attending her with Bows, Cringes and* 
Complements, and ſhe ſuſpetting nothing, returned him” 
Thanks: which ſo far Encouraged the Fryer, that he 
reſolved at laſt to Write to her, and therein diſcover 
lis Paftion ; which accordingly he dids and with 
much Dift.culty conveyed the ſame to the Ladys: 
Hand: Who being much Surpriſed that ſuch Lacivi- 
cuſneſs ſhould proceed from one that Vowed and nro- 
fels'd Chaſtity, was reſolved to Diſcover the ſame , 
to ker Lord, which ſhe had no ſ.oner done, but he 
began to Repent him of his former Charity, in regard 
of this fo great Ingratitude; yet meditateing Revenge,

'The Fryer received the Letter with extreame Joy, ane 
accordingly obſerving the Hour, he was admntted by 
the Lady her ſelf, Jand Conveyed into a private Cham- 


ber: Where he was no ſooner entred, but in came the * 


Gentleman with a Servant or two in great Fury, with- 
out giving him the leaſt time toca}l to the Heuſe or Hea- 
ven, they Strangled the Lultfull Fryer, and left him 
Dead upon the Place: Which was no ſooner done, 
but the Gentleman began to conſider the Horror and 
Danger of the Fa&, both as to his Lite and Eſtatez and

caſe, the Gates were faſt Locked, and flie for his Life 
he conld not: But as ſudden Extremity ſometimes 
meet ſadden Shifts,, he ſpying the Ladder- againſt the 
Wall, preſently apprehends what had been Whiſpered 


of Fryer. Conſtantines Love to the Lady, and lifting, 


him upon his Shoulder, by the help of the Eadder 
conveyed him into the Gentlemans Porch, and there 
left himsz Conveying himſelf into the Aonraftry the. 
ſame way he came, being not in the leaſt Saſpedted. 
In the mean while. the Gentleman being troubled in 
his Conſcience, could not Sleeps but calling up one of 
Servants bids hinx liſten to the Walls of. the Monaſtry,. 
which as he was about to-do, paſſing the Porch, he ſpies 
Father Conſtantine (ning upright upon the. Bench; at 
which being greatly amazed, be run back and acquain* 
ted his Maſter therewith'z who nolefs Surprized, could 
not believe the ſame, till he went down and became:

Io his Armory 3 this he commands inſtantly to be brought 
witha Caſe of Ruſty Piſtols and a Lawncez the Horle 
was Imediately made Ready, and the Dead Fryer

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try his Adventures. Whilſt theſe things wete thus fie 


. ting,:Fryer Conrade in the Monaſtry was no leſs perplex- 


£d mhis Mind than the Gentleman about the Murderz 
and much Dreading the ſtritgeſs of the Law, ſum- 
mond his Wits about him how to eſcape with his Life, 
which he thus Concluded : remembring there was in 
the Convert a Mare that was employed to carry Cory to 
and from a-4i/l about half a Mile from the Monaſtry, 
and being ſomewhat Fat, and doubting his Foot-man- 
ſhip, he thought it was better to truſt to 4 Legs than 
23 whereupon he calls up the Baker that had charge of 
the Beaſt, and tells him he underſtood there was forme 
Meal to be fetched that Morning from the Mill, which 
was Grinded by that time3 and therefore if he would 
let him have the are, he would fetch it home for him, 
and! (ave him the Trouble: The Fellow being glad 
of the Offer, cauſed the Back- Gate to be' Opened, out 
of _which the Erger Rid, juſt at the ſame time when 
the Gentleman and his Servant had turn'd out Fryer 
Conſtantine, to (eek his Fortune as aforeſaid. Where- 
upon the Horſe preſently ſcents the Xare, and Gallops 
after her, but Fryer Coxrade looking back, was amazed 
to ſee .an Armed Knight follow him3 but much more 
when by the Light of the Mfoox and the Beayer flying 
up, he percieved it was Fryer Conſtartine that was thus 
Armed; and thereupon flies as faſt as he'could: but 
atier himy or rather after the Mare Speeds the Horſe : 
A great Noiſe tlſere was, and Fryer Conrrade:s ill Fate 
led him into a certain Turn-again-Lane, where he was 
overtaken by the Srome-Horſe, who covered the Mare 
which ea:ſed a great Noiſe, and Fryer Conrades Con- 
ſcience thereupon Accuſing him, ke cries out Guilty of 
Murdcrz at the Noiſe whereof the People gat ont of

Arraigned and Condemned 3 but before Execution, the 
Gentleman poſts to the Emperonr, and made his Con- 
fellion of the whole Fat: Whereupon in" reſpe&t of 
his former Service he was Pardoned by the Emperonr; 
aad Fryer Conrade Acquitted.
